School boards from Monterey, Pacific Grove and Carmel, after years of deliberations, finally reached 
an agreement on September twenty-eighth pointing toward the formation of an MPC junior college district. 

Action has been begun with the tentative result being the formation of a district coterminous within the 
present boundaries of the Monterey Union High School District. Should the Monterey Board receive per- 
mission from the State board of Education to make such a move, and should the citizens of Monterey ap- 
prove, Pacific Grove and Carmel would then be given the opportunity through public election, of annex- 
ation to form a peninsula wide district. 


Money Was Obstacle 


It appeared to be Pacific Grove united with Carmel opposing Monterey’s firm stand on the matter 
throughout the lengthy discussions. According to the opposing boards, the sole reason for non agreement 
with Monterey concerning the formation of the proposed peninsula wide district has been money. It was not 
until the Kimber report, an influencing factor in the final decision, that the two boards realized that the 
monetary difference between formation of a county wide district with Hartnell and a peninsula wide district 


with Monterey was very slight. 


Mr. Kimber, a financial consultant hired by the boards, made a study of the feasability of district forma- 
tion from every possible angle. Money was his main concern in the study and when his report was com- 
pleted, he supported Monterey’s views whole heartedly.

“The climate in American be- 
liefs about the nature of the uni- 
verse and man has changed con- 
siderably,’ commented Dr. Ron- 


ald Menmuir, philosophy instruc- 
tor. “The question is, can we keep 
alive the idealistic values we have 
professed while we change to a 
materialistic philosophy?” 

“Making A Living Or Making 
A Life” will be the topic when Dr. 
Louis Balsam, Social Science chair- 
man, speaks October 27. Mr. 
Ralph Smith, Dean of Students, 
will discuss the historical aspects 
of the keynote question Novem- 
ber 24. 

On December 15, the scientific 
side of the question, “Are We 
Living A Lie?” will be discussed 
by Dr. Eugene Haderlie, Chair- 
man, Natural Science department. 
Dr. Ronald Menmuir, Social 
Science instructor, will talk on the 
philosophical aspects January 19. 

The series is being conducted 
for the entire student body and 
each lecture will be followed by a 
discussion period. 


Kimber Was Present 

Kimber was present at the two 
and one half hour session held in 
Monterey board’s meeting room 
to answer questions from either 
side. In every case he supported 
either a peninsula wide junior col- 
lege district formed with the co- 
operation of all three boards or 
adoption of the plan which was 
agreed upon by the school leaders. 
He stated that a county-wide dis- 
trict, similar to the one proposed 
by the two boards opposing Mon- 
terey, was possible but not at all 
necessary to be effective 


Recess Requested 

After nearly two hours of heat- 
ed, but friendly debate on the mat- 
ter, Mr. Gordon Knoles, primary 
spokesman for the Pacific Grove 
Board requested a recess from 
Miss Marjorie E. O’Dea, chairman 
of the Monterey Board of Trus- 
tees. It was granted and Carmel 
and Pacific Grove retired to one 
room while the Monterey Board 
met in another. 

While the two boards were dis- 
cussing the matter privately the 
more than six dozen observers 
also exchanged ideas. And it was 
evident that the majority of the 
group favored the Monterey 
Board’s stand on the matter. 

Hour of Triumph 

The Monterey Board had al- 
ready returned to the meeting 
room when the two remaining 
boards filed in. Mr. Knoles 
promptly came to the anticipated 
point. Speaking for both his board 
and that of Carmel, he asked 
whether or not Monterey would 
consider forming a junior college 
district coterminous within the 
present boundaries and then giv-

Haber Decries Space Travel

There is no good scientific rea- 
son at this time to conquer any 
planet except the earth, maintains 
Dr. Heinz Haber. 

In his lecture last week, Dr. 
Haber, who has doctorates in 
astronomy and physics, said that 
space travel is not worth its re- 
turns to science. The only valu- 
able result would be in propaganda 
needed to help the United States 
win the cold war, he said. 

Atmospheric conditions of the 
earth should be studied from a 
point in outer space to enable man 
to understand weather better. Hur- 
ricanes, flood causes, cloud forma- 
tions should be seen from above 
in their totality, says Dr. Haber, 
to give man insight on how con- 
trol may be gained. 

He also feels that weather ob- 
servation is a project in which the 
whole world must cooperate to 
give valuable scientific informa- 
tion. This would be peaceful work, 
and it might bring harmony to a 
chaotic human race. 

No other planet is now worth 
conquering because none can be 
inhabited by man without great 
inconvenience and cost, he _ be- 
lieves. The temperatures and at- 
mospheres of all other globes cir- 
culating the sun are incompatable 
with man’s physical makeup. 

Dr. Haber says that he would be 
fascinated to know what is in 
space, but since scientists can cal- 
culate to a degree, he sees no good 
reason to spend the tremendous 
amount of human endeavor and 
money it would take to be sure of 
what is there. 
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Better the time and material be 
spent on efforts to erradicate dis- 
ease, crime, overpopulation and 
other ills of society, he argues.

JC District Formation 


Since I met with you on Septem- 
ber 16 in our first convocation 
many things have happened rela- 
tive to the Peninsula-wide junior 
college district. 


As you probably know, the three 
peninsula boards agreed to a joint 
meeting held on September twen- 
ty-eighth to take steps to form a 
peninsula-wide district. These steps 
involve the holding of an election 
to form a Monterey Junior Col- 
lege district followed by elections 
to annex on the part of Carmel 
and Pacific Grove. At this mo- 
ment, the Monterey Board is 
awaiting resolutions of intent to 
call an election to annex from the 
Pacific Grove and Carmel Boards. 
Upon receipt of these resolutions 
of intent, the Monterey Board will 
proceed to petition the State Board 
of Education for an establishment 
of a junior college district. 


Elections will be held in 
Monterey, Pacific Grove and Car- 
mel. Elections may be held in the 
Spring of 1960, and following that, 
elections for governing board 
members may also be held. As long 
as these steps are completed prior 


to February, 1961, this would mean 
that effective July 1, 1961, Monte- 
rey College will be a legal entity. 

I hope you will keep informed as 
to the various steps involved, and 
I urge you to discuss any of these 
matters with members of the staff 
at any time.—F.H.

SIGN OF GOOD TASTE 
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Monterey Jazz Festival 
Highlighted by Herman

From the first cymbal crash on 
Friday night to the last tenor solo 


on Sunday night, the shivering 


crowds roared their approval of 
the second annual Monterey Jazz 
Festival. 


This year’s festival was, if one 
is to believe the program notes, 
rare among the bulk of jazz festi- 
vals. John Lewis, leader of the 
Modern Jazz Quartet, composer, 
and jazz musician extraordinary, 
picked the performers. Mr. Lewis’ 
taste, for some jazz neophytes, 
might be considered a bit esoteric, 
but almost all of his choices re- 
ceived a warm reception. All of 
the groups and soloists (with the 
exception of the George Lewis 
band) were musicians’ musicians: 
Woody Herman, the MJQ, Count 
Basie, Sarah Vaughan, and others. 

Festivities began with the afore- 
mentioned cymbal crash from 
Chris Barber’s Dixieland Jazz 
Band complete with banjo. Lizzie 
Miles, something of a living leg- 
end among the blues singers, fol- 
lowed with some very funny ten- 
derloin district blues and a few Red 
Hot Mama songs that put Sophie 
Tucker to shame. 


Herman Swings 


But it was Woody Herman, ex- 
old time swing era band leader 
who dominated the first part of 
the festival with a truly swinging 
band of all stars. Sunday night 
Count Basie, his band, and his 
gymnastic drummer came on like 
big dogs with a drive and brilliance 
equal to Woody Herman’s. Had 
there been a swing era “Battle of 
Bands”, it would have been diffi- 
cult to say who would win. 

The musical preferences of John 
Lewis, or whoever, faltered —to 
say the least—when the George 
Lewis (nepotism?) Band was se- 
lected to appear. George and his 
motley crew are hack musicians in 
the grand manner. Lewis, on clari- 
net, managed the difficult feat, 
worthy of any Ed Sullivan show of 
playing the same solo through each 
number. The final insult was his 
trumpet player, who had begged, 
borrowed. or stolen the name 
Buddy Bolden—Jr. This group 
could have easily been the march- 
ing and funeral band of a home 
for decrepit jazzmen. 


Show Stoppers 


The festival was held together 
by the talented Lambert-Hend- 
ricks-Ross trio—The Swingers— 
as musical M.C.’s. This. idea, 
though novel, didn’t quite come 
off. If the audience reaction, wild

Davis Campus Reports 
On Methods of Studying 


DAVIS—Learn to study; it may 
help you in college as much as your 
brains. 

That’s the essential message to 
high school students from studies 
of freshman records on the Univer- 
sity of California campus at Davis, 
and studies on other campuses 
bear it out. The records show that 
those who enter the University 
with good records from high 
school keep right on making good 
grades as University freshmen. 

The freshmen themselves agree. 
A leaflet published by the Univer- 
sity lists suggestions of freshmen 
to high school students coming 
along behind them. To both the 
students and the high schools 
freshmen stress the importance of 
developing study habits.
